If pigs escape the danger of the 
first hours in the farrowing pen, how 
do you keep them alive and healthy? 
In this article, second in a series, 
lowa Master Swine Producers answer 
the question. They ought to know 
—on their farms, 1,863 sows weaned 
an average of 9.16 pigs per litter.

These good hog raisers were asked to 
these practices first, second and 
third. Here’s the result: 

Wash sows and pens before farrowing 
got 38 first place votes out of 69 answers. 
And 54 of 69 gave this practice either 
first, second or third. 

Next most important pig-health pro- 
moter, according to these men, is to far- 
row clear away from old yards. Fifteen 
put this practice in first place and 31 
thought it should be either first, second, 
or third. 

Of course, some have their sows far- 
row in February or March. Pasture far- 
rowing isn’t possible then. Otherwise an 
even stronger vote is probable. 


Frequent cleaning of pens came in 
third. Nine placed it in first place. 
And 52 of 69 put it among the first 
three pig-health measures. 


Adequate minerals for young pigs— 
clean sod in pens, paint udders with iron 
solutions, etc., got approval. It’s some- 
thing the Master Swine Producers say 
you should do. 

And creep feeding gets strong support. 
But these men say the first 
thing is sanitation. 

Keep baby pigs away from 
disease germs and parasite 
eggs. Worry about feeding 
problems afterward. 

It would appear that Mas- 
ter Swine Producers are sold 
on the clean ground system 
as much as are college heg 
specialists or veterinarians. 
The farmers’ answers indi- 
cate that with them, sanita- 
tion is a “must.” 

But of course the problem 
varies for Master Swine Pro- 
ducers as it does for other 
hog producers. Some raise 
early pigs.

turned. out to clean pastures. So some 
producers meet the sanitation problem in 
other ways. 

“IT have my spring pigs in February or 
March,” says Oliver G. Soltow of Howard 
county. “I use lye water for cleaning 
house and cement floor. I keep pigs on 
the clean cement floors until they are 10 
to 12 weeks old. They are then able to 
withstand germs.” 

Harold M. Britten, of Story county, also 
raises early pigs. Farrowing houses and 
equipment are steam cleaned. Three sows 
are quartered in a four-pen house. 

The houses have small cement floors 
or wooden platforms in front. These floors 
can be cleaned. 

“We keep pigs confined to their houses 
until weaning at eight or nine weeks,” 
says Britten. “They will then go to clean 
ground.” 


These successful hog raisers don’t 
exactly agree on the method of keep- 
ing pens clean. There are sparse- 
litter and deep-litter advocates. 


“Don’t use too much bedding,” says E. 
Davis Johnson of Montgomery county. 
“Just enough dry straw to make a nest,” 
is the suggestion from Elmer Morrison, 
Keokuk county. 

But Phillip Bakke of Winneshiek coun- 
ty likes a built-up bed for pigs. “Add 
clean bedding every day,” he says. Ray 
Petersen, Carroll county, says a bale of 
straw per sow is not too much. 

Thick or thin litter can be used to keep 
clean floors under pigs. With one you 
clean often. With the other you have a 
mass oi material to absorb filth. Either 
seems to work. 

After health measures comes feeding 
for a fast start. Next issue we will tell 
you what the Master Swine Producers 
say about that.

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Hog Prices Next Winter 


HOGS HAVE BEEN SELLING for less 
than 80 per cent of parity. And corn has 
been around 94 per cent of parity. 

What kind of a corn-hog ratio is that? 

Not a good one, as every hog man 
knows. Yet actually, for the future, pros- 
pects are much better than you'd think 
from looking at current prices. 

With a big cut in hog production ap- 
parently on the.way, the men who have 
hogs next winter should do well with 
them. 

But low hog prices bring up another 
point. Why not have support prices for 
hogs? 

[t would be easy to go wrong on hog 
supports. _A rigid, high support price 
could upset normal breeding and market- 
ing operations. 

But suppose we had hog supports set 
somewhere around 80 per cent of parity, 
with seasonal changes and operated by 
production payments. Wouldn’t that 
help to maintain an even supply of hogs 
and avoid the up and down swings that 
hurt consumers and producers? 

Wallaces’ Farmer and lowa Homestead 
has urged for years that the way to get 
full production is to give farmers some 


Support Egg 


Eggs Are 78 Per Cent Of 
Parity. Will They Rise? 
HAT’S going to happen to egg 


prices? Nothing good. Not for a 
while anyway. 

In ordinary years, the price of eggs 
stays even or falls slightly from March 
until June. Once in a while you get an 
increase, but not often. 

So poultry producers may be stuck for 
a while with an egg price between 75 and 
80 per cent of parity. At the moment, 
eggs are around 78 per cent. 

From the standpoint of national wel- 
fare, this is bad. Too many producers 
may go out of the egg business. By next 
winter egg production may be down and 
egg prices much higher. 

That won’t do the consumer any goed. 

From the standpoint of the producer it 


is bad, too. The poultryman is losing 
money now. And he—or she—may be 
so discouraged that a chance to profit 


next winter may be lost.

Some 
of the more common neglects Quade 
has observed are: not changing oil 
often enough; neglect of oil filters;

“Use a good grade of oil 
cleaner every day,” are 
suggestions. 

No mistake about it. The air cleaner 
is one of the most important 
equipment on your tractor. M. C. 
Kenzie, agricultural-engineer at Clemson 
Agricultural College says dust is the 
greatest enemy of the tractor engine. 
There are records, he says, of tractor en- 
gines being completely worn out in two 
weeks when they were not protected 
against extremely dusty conditions. 

“In an average day’s work, a two-plow 
tractor will consume about 150,000 gal- 
lons of air,” McKenzie says. “Under nor- 
mal field conditions, this amount of air 
will contain a heaping handful of fine 
dust.

“No tractor owner,” McKenzie says, 
“would think of throwing a handful of 
dirt into his tractor engine. But many 
allow this to happen by neglecting @ 
service properly the air cleaners and 
crankcase breathers on their engines.”

Kemp Slidell, service foreman for a 
implement company at Fort Dodge, Iowa, 
says an important point is to check and 
change points and plugs regularly.

“The litter has not been wet all win- 
ter, and these slot ventilators will keep 
it dry if properly adjusted. I plan to 
have an automatic adjuster put in next 
spring. I think it could do a better job 
of adjusting the slot 


than any of us,” says 
Shoger. 
The John Johanns 


also of Mitchell county, 
Iowa, built a new laying 
house last year too. It’s 
well insulated and uses 
a forced air ventilating 
system. The house will 
furnish adequate floor 
space for 500 layers. 
Johanns explains,

“We have lost only five hens since we 
put the hens in this house, in the old 
house we would have lost up to 50.

And the Johanns’ have more 
layers now than they had while using the 
old house. 

Johanns says, “We plan to stay in the 
egg business now that we are making it 
pay. We have the laying house and all 
the equipment needed and it would be 
foolish for us to quit now. We got 600 
replacement chicks in January and they 
will be ready for the range as soon as it’s 
warm enough.” ,

Most farmers apply starter with planter attachments, 


What Time For 
Fertilizer? 


Can You Put It On Now For Corn And 
Avoid Extra Work Later In The Season? 


LACING fertilizer in the hill or 

along the row with a planter 
attachment is the most common 
method of applying fertilizer to 
corn in lowa. 

A survey of Wallaces’ Farmer 
and lowa Homestead subscribers 
indicates that about 70 per cent of 
the farmers who fertilized corn 
last year used planter attach- 
ments. 

But when farming season starts 
you're likely to find that the days 
aren't long enough for you to get 
everything done. 


Can you spread fertilizer 
now and avoid the extra work 
at planting time? 


That’s what one Hamilton coun- 
ty, lowa, farmer is doing. He ap- 
plied phosphorus and potash in 
the form of 300 pounds of 0-20-10 
per acre in late February. 

He plans to add 150 pounds of 
33-0-0 per acre to take care of nitro- 
gen needs on the second-year corn 
ground just before it is plowed. 

“It’s a plain case of now or not 
at all,” the farmer explains. He’s 
operating the farm by himself and 
says he won’t have time to “fool 
with a planter attachment” during 
the planting season. 

H. R. Meldrum, extension agron- 
omist at Iowa State College, says 
the Hamilton county farmer’s plan 
should give good results. It’s a 
lot better than no fertilizer at all. 
However Meldrum points out 
these shortcomings: 

1. If the land is rolling, heavy 
rains might wash some of the fer- 
tilizer away betwéen the time it 
is applied and the time it is plowed 
under. 

2. Even with heavy application 
it’s doubtful if plowed under fer- 
tilizer can give the new. corn as 
much help in getting started as 
would application at planting 
time. Meldrum says that point is 
important in a cool, wet, late sea- 
son such as we had last year.

YOUTHERN Iowa corn was hit 
hard last year by leaf blight— 
the disease that made corn leaves 
dry up in August, as if they’d been 
damaged by frost. 

Will the disease hit again this 
year? Plant disease specialists 
say the weatherman will have the 
answer to that question. Leaf 
blight thrives in wet seasons. 

Leaf blight isn’t new to farmers 
in the southeastern sections of the 
cornbelt where rainfall is heavier. 
But last year it damaged corn over 
the southern two-thirds of lowa. 
The blight kills leaves, begin- 
ning in August, cutting yields ac- 
cording to the stage of maturity 
when the disease strikes. George 
Seminuik, Iowa State College plant 
pathologist, says leaf counts made 
in southeastern Iowa in mid-Sep- 
tember revealed some fields had 
lost almost all of their leaves as a 
result of the blight. 

Scientifically named helminthos- 
porium tresicum, the blight is re- 


lated to the helminthosporium 
blight found in lowa oats fields. 
| However, the two blights aren’t 
the same and don’t spread from 


one crop to the other. 


Corn yield tests for 1951 con- 
ducted by the college showed 
considerable variation in leaf 
blight damage among hybrid 
varieties tested. 


But Seminuik the tests 
aren’t conclusive. They merely in- 
dicate that some hybrids are more 
tolerant to the disease than others. 
Seminuik doesn’t think you'll 
have much luck this year trying 
| to beat the leaf blight by switch- 
ing to a different hybrid variety. 
You might as well stick with the 
variety you were planning to use. 
Can you avoid leaf blight dam- 
age by planting corn on new 
ground? Seminuik suggests that

approach if possible. But he ad 
mits that it may not work. 
The leaf blight fungus lives over 
winter in corn leaves. It’s likely 
to be present in the field again in 
the spring. But the spores can be 
carried by the wind. You’re likely 
to get disease contamination on 
new ground the first day the wind 
blows if there are any contami- 
nated fields in the neighborhood 


Arden Sherf, another Iowa 
State College plant patholo- 
gist, thinks you may be able 
to avoid leaf blight damage 
by planting corn on higher 
ground.

Heaviest damage from 
blight usually found in 
lying fields where foliage is more 
dense, ground is wetter, and dews 
are heavier. Wind has better ac 
cess to higher fields and the corn 
leaves and ground dry faster afte! 
a dew or rain. 

Fungus that’s dried out by hot 
winds doesn’t multiply, the disease 
specialist explains. The fungus 
spores need warm, humid temper 
atures to grow and do the most 
damage. 

Can you avoid the leaf blight 
by planting corn early? The plant 
pathologists can’t be sure of that 
either. In ordinary years, leat 
blight attacks leaves after the corn 
is matured enough that yield won' 
be cut. But early corn can be hit 
by the blight if the season is favor 
able for the fungus. 

So it all comes back to the 
weather with the pathologists pr 
dicting that there’ll be plenty % 
trouble from leaf blight if the s¢* 
son is like 1951. 

But the future holds hope f 
the control of leaf blight. Cor 
breeders have developed inbred 
lines to use a parent stock in 
veloping blight resistant hybrids.

Foot And Mouth 
Gets Close 


Outbreak In Canada, Across Minnesota 


Line, Scares U. S. Livestock Farmers 


What does the outbreak of 
foot and mouth disease in 
Canada mean to U. S. farm- 
ers? Will we have any egg 
price supports? What will be 
done with CCC corn? -In the 
following article, the editor 
gives additional background 
on these questions. 





_— ew foot and mouth out- 
break is mighty close to the

corn belt. The danger spot is near 


Regina, Saskatchewan, and only 
60 miles from the Canadian bor- 
der. 

Will the disease leak across? 


There’s a chance. The disease has 
existed in Canada since early in 
December, but was not recognized 
until late in February. 
Meanwhile many animals from 
the affected areas were shipped 


across the border.

out in the United States, what 

will be done about it? 

So far, the USDA is prescribing 
inspection, quarantine, slaughter 
of diseased and exposed animals 
and disinfection of contaminated 
premises. 

“Prompt reporting of an out- 
break is the first requisite,” the 
Department says. “That is a job 
for the livestock owner, the vet- 
erinarian, the county agent or 
anyone else who has evidence of 
the infection.” 

The disease affects all livestock 
with cloven feet. External symp- 
toms are: blisters on tongue and 
about the mouth; on skin above 
the hoof line; on teats and udders; 
on the snouts of swine. These 
blisters usually erupt within 24 
hours. Fever and a marked slob- 
bering go with the early symp- 
toms. 

_ Sick animals eat and drink with 
great difficulty. They lose weight. 
Milk flow goes down in dairy 
herds. Pregnant animals often 
abort, and breeding animals often 
become sterile.

CCC has been criticized for sell. 
ing any old corn at all while wet

One plan is to sell CCC corn in 
the spring and early summer in 
sufficient quantity to prevent a 
sharp rise in price and in 
order to encourage livestock pro- 
duction. 

On the other some urge 
that the reserves be held until the 
1952 corn crop gets a good start. 
If the corn crop runs into bad 
weather, CCC corn may be badly 
needed -later. 

Chances are that CCC corn will 
be sold grudgingly thru the spring 
and early summer. In August, if 
the new crop looks good, old corn 
may be fed on the market much 
faster to prevent a late summer 
squeeze on livestock men.

What's happening in the in- 
vestigation of losses in CCC 
grain?

On March 10, the senate agricul- 
tural committee started its open 
hearings on the subject. Predic- 
tions are that the hearings will be 
rough and long drawn out. 

Secretary Brannan says _ that 
shortages will probably add up to 
from five to seven million dollars. 
He thinks the net loss may not 
exceed one million, or “one hun- 
dredth of one percent of the rough- 


ly ten billion dollars worth of 
CCC commodities which have 
moved thru warehouses during 


the past three years.” 

Brannan claims that a staff large 
enough to police all warehouses 
would cost forty to fifty million 
dollars a year. He recommends 
a tightening of state warehouse 
laws as one way of preventing 
trouble in the future.

We have been advising farmers 
who have good records, to file fol 
refunds if they have enough com- 
ing to make it worth while. We 
still think that’s good advice. No 
use to file for refunds, however, if 
you can’t prove which sales were 


work, dairy or breeding stock. 


How far back can you go in 
asking for refunds? 

On March 15, 1952, the time ex- 
pired in which you can ask for re- 
funds for the 1948 tax year. You 
can only go back three years, 
which would include 1949, 1950 
and 1951. 

You can go back as far as 1941, 
however, if your return is “open”. 
That means in litigation now, 
if you have been required to pay 
additional taxes within two years. 

What about the return just 
filed for the 1951 tax year? 


You could file an amended re 
turn right away while your rec 
ords are available and fresh i 
your mind. But for either 191, 


1950 or 1949, you have until March 
15, 1953 to file for refunds 

That’s for calendar year taxpay 
ers. If you operate on a fiscal 
year basis, the deadline for filing 
refund claims is three months alt 
er the end of your tax year.

You can test your oats seed 
yourself if you think time is too 
short to send it to a séed labora- 
tory. But there are certain pre- 
cautions you should take. 

Get the seed samples from deep 
down in the bin. And take sam- 
ples from several places. Count 
the seeds and plant in just a mod- 
erately warm place. Oats germi- 
nate at temperatures much lower 
than corn requires.

Heifers 


Care For Your Dairy Heifers Before 
Calving Will Help Make A Good Cow 


ROPER care of your dairy heit- 

ers now will mean more milk 
in the pail when they move into 
the milking string. 

A good many of the first-calf 
heifers never see a stanchion until 
they get ready to freshen. 

When you do bring them in to 
the milk barn, they are wild as 
hawks. You chase them all over 
the barn trying to get them into 


a stall. Once they are tied, they 
kick everything in sight. 

Then comes the milking ma- 
chine. Those units are too ex- 


pensive to be kicked around like 
footballs. And the wear and tear 
on your temper is terrific. 


There really isn’t any need 
to have trouble with your first- 
calf heifers. Dairymen say to 
move them into stanchions be- 
side cows that are milking. 
And do it well ahead of calv- 


ing. 


From then on it’s simply a case 
of working with them. Massaging 
their udders, petting, and brush- 
ing will help them get used to be- 
ing handled. 

They get used to the sound of 
the milker because the cow beside 
them is in the milking string. 

Lots of dairvmen have their 
most trouble in the summer espe- 
cially with heifers that have been 
on pasture. 

You can avoid this trouble by 
Bringing the heifers in the barn 
with the milkers. They should be 
fed something besides 
fore freshening anyway. 

Grass—if it’s -may be 
enough to carry heifers along for 
while. But it’s not likely to pro- 
vide enough zing to bring the heif- 
er and calf into the barn in good 
shape. 

The same goes for heifers that 
are being carried through the win- 
ter on roughage. Good hay and 
silage may do for a starter. But 
it won't be enough later on. 

What about milking those heif- 
ers the first few times? Wouldn't 
it be easier if you start their train- 
ing early? 

They'll probably be nervous 
when the milker is first put on.

Sometimes their udders are hard 
and inflamed. That makes milk- 
ing a lot harder. 

Some farmers milk them out a 
few times before freshening to 
keep their udders from becoming 
too sore. That'll tend to make it 
easier to break them in. 

“Milkers should never be left on 
these heifers more than three min- 
utes,” experts advise. That’s good 
advice. Start them on a fast milk- 
ing schedule, and they will always 
milk fast. If you let the milker 
hang on five or six minutes or 
longer, they will always be slow 
milkers. 

You don’t usually expect uddet 
trouble with your first-calf heifers 
They haven’t been exposed to in- 
fection when first milked. Doesn't 
take long, though, once they start 
filling the bucket. 

Sticking a heifer here and there 
in the milking lineup and milking 
her after older, infected cows is a 
sure invitation to trouble. That’s 
the big reason good dairymen 
move their heifers up to the head 
of the line and milk them first. 
They’re clean when they freshen 

Good, fresh disinfectant, and 
plenty of it, for their udders at 
milking time will keep them clean. 







What about feeding your 
heifers? What and how much 
should they be fed just before 
freshening? 


Dairymen disagree. Some he! 
ers should be fed about the same 
ration and amount as a milking 
cow when she gets well along to 
ward freshening. Others cut down 
on proteins. Some stop the grain 
for several days. Others feed right e 
through calving. x 
What’s the best system? That : 
depends on your heifer. If her ; 
udder is pretty swollen and hard, F

better cut the grain. Especially it 
she is in good shape. 

If the heifer is thin, and you 
think she can handle the heav) 
ration, then feed it to her. 

Main thing to remember is that 
the sooner you start that heifer 
on the way to becoming a COW:

COWS EAT FENCE POSTS? 


If your cows seem attracted to a diet of 
your good fence posts, it may indicate that 
the animals are not receiving enough 
phosphorus in their rations. According to 
authorities, the remedy is feeding the cows 
a mineral mixture free choice. Purchase 
from a reliable feed dealer, or if you 
choose, prepare your own, as follows: 


Mix 100 Ibs. steamed bone meal, 100

Outlook For 
Corn and Hog Ceilings 


OPS is still considering a ceiling on corn. 
It may be applied during March, after the 
wet corn has been fed up, but heavy im- 
ports of feed from Canada could change 
the picture considerably. 

March may also bring a price ceiling 
on hogs. If fall pigs arrive early enough, 
prices should not rise beyond parity for 
more than a few weeks, at the most. At 
the time of this writing (early February), 
parity for the average of all hogs is about 
$21.50. Late in the summer, hog prices 
may hit $26 if ceilings are not established

They Think Prices 


Will Rise 


Not On What Farmers Sell, But On 
What They Buy. Should U.S. Help? 


_ do farm people think 

about the need for govern- 
ment action to keep prices from 
rising? Some are concerned about 
farm product prices dropping and 
some other prices going up. But 
how worried are they? 

The Wallace-Homestead Poll 
asked a representative cross-sec- 
tion of Iowa farm people: 

“Do you think prices of the 
things you buy are likely to rise 
in the next six months?” 

On this, almost everybody ex- 
pected the worst. Here’s the vote: 


Men Women Total 
Yes—Higher 75% 58% 66% 
No 14 14 14 
Not Sure il 28 20 


" Some modified this guess by 
saying they thought prices would 
rise for a while, but would level 
off later. One woman in Mahaska 
county showed a sort of back- 
handed hopefulness. She said: 

“T just don’t see how they can 
get much worse.” 

A farmer in Palo Alto county 
femarked, with discouragement: 
“It looks like all we buy goes up, 
and all we sell goes down.” 

Republicans and Democrats wor- 
ried about the same. Concern 
about a price rise wasn’t limited to 
either party.

A second question was asked by 
the Wallace-Homestead Poll: “Do 
you think the government should 
do more than it is now doing to. 
keep prices from rising?” 

Some backers of OPS voted for 
this. So did folks who think 
monetary controls are enough. 
The question was framed to draw 
anybody who thought government 
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action, of any kind, would help. 
Still the “yes” vote was a bare 
majority. Republicans and Demo- 
crats split as follows: 
Rep. Dem. Total 
Should Do More 47% 58% 38% 
Should Not 28 15 22 
Undecided 2 2 2 


A Webster county farmer had 
this comment: “The government 
could do more to keep prices on 
an even keel. But I find that each 
time the government attempts to 
act, it takes a great number of peo- 
ple who draw big wages. So 
would we really be ahead?” 

And a woman in Poweshiek 
county expressed doubt about 
what the government could do: 
“IT wouldn’t want them to buy 
eggs and put them in a cave 
again.” 

But a farmer in Franklin coun- 
ty said: “Some way, the govern- 
ment should try harder to keep 
our prices in line with the prices 
of things we have to buy. 

Farm Bureau and non-Bureau 
people voted about the same on 
these two issues. Fifty-four per- 
cent of the Farm Bureau members 
wanted the government to do 
more than it is now doing to check 
rising prices. Fifty-two percent of 
the non-members felt the same. 

Comment by farm people inter 
viewed showed no agreement on 
what the government could oF 
should do. Some were apprehen- 
sive enough about rising costs to 
urge that OPS really crack down. 
Others favored a cut in federal ex- 
penses and regulation of loans. 

With hog prices low, some farm 
ers were more inclined to talk 
about supports for farm prices 
than about ceilings on things 
farmers buy. Here, too, there 
seemed no general agreement on 
the next step to take.

DDT Stops Sweet 
Clover Weevils 


Don’t Leave Sweet Clover Out Of Your 
Crop Rotation Because Of This Insect 


ON’T let the sweet clover 

weevil bluff you out of grow- 
ing sweet clover in your crop ro- 
tation. You can stop the pest with 
chemical treatment. 

Harold Gunderson, extension 
entomologist at Iowa State Col- 
lege, says the value of sweet clov- 
er as a green manure crop makes 
the small cost of chemical treat- 
ment a paying investment. 

DDT is your best bet as a chem- 
ical to control sweet clover wee- 
vils. It costs less, is easier to buy 
and gives results that are just as 
good as any of the other chemicals 
that might be used. 

And because DDT is not soluble 
in water, its effectiveness isn’t de- 
stroyed. That’s something that 
can’t be said for all insecticides. 


When should you apply the 
DDT? There are two possible 
, times—just after the new 
plants emerge or when the 
weevils are feeding on the 
plants. Effective control has 
been reported with applica- 
tions at both times. 


Entomologists at Purdue Uni- 
versity say you can control the 
sweet clover weevil with an ap- 
plication of DDT and superphos- 
phate soen after the new plants 
appear above the ground. 

They explain that the chemical 
kills weevils running along the 
ground, and the fertilizer stimu- 
lates faster growth. Larger plants 
which aren't so easily damaged by 
the weevils result. 

Remember that in this method 
you apply the DDT and fertilizer 
as a top-dressing. The insecticide 
doesn’t do any good if it’s drilled 
into the ground with the oats. 

The Purdue experiments show 
that you need to put on two 
pounds of actual DDT per acre. It 
should be mixed with an applica- 
tion of 200 to 400 pounds of super- 
phosphate to the acre. 

Ohio State University reports 
good control with the application 
of sprays and dusts just as the 
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new plants are breaking the sur- 
face of the ground. 

Applications of three pounds of 
actual DDT, chlordane or hepta- 
chlor were found to be effective in 
controlling the weevil in Ohio ex- 
periments. 


Maybe you'd rather wait un- 
til you’re sure you have sweet 
clover weevils before you 
spend time and money trying 
to control them. That’s the 
time when insecticide treat- 
ment is recommended in Iowa. 


Notching on the sweet clover 
leaf edges is a sign that the wee- 
vils are feeding on your crop. Be 
ready to spray with one pound of 
actual DDT to the acre when half 
of the leaf surfaces are destroyed. 

But don’t wait for that stage to 
arrive before you start making 
preparations to spray. Sweet 
clover weevils work fast and you 
may be too late with your DDT. 

Gunderson thinks you should 
begin making preparations for 
chemical treatment as soon as you 
notice weevil damage. It’s better 
to spray a little before half of the 
leaves are eaten than afterward. 

A low gallonage, low pressure 
sprayer is recommended. Aerial 
spraying or dusting also is effec- 
tive. 

The sweet clover weevil is 4 
small beetle with a short, blunt 
snout. Adults are about three 
sixteenths inches in length. Their 
backs are a bronze or rich brown 
color. They appear more pale on 
their undersides. 

The adult beetles hibernate in 
clover fields. During early spring 
they migrate by crawling on the 
soil surface or by flying. They 
lay eggs on the soil surface near 
the base of sweet clover plants. 

The white, legless grubs develop 
in the soil and feed on the roots 
of the plants. The new gener 
tion of adults appears from mié 
June to mid-July. That’s when 
the sweet clover weevil does its 
greatest damage.

One Hog Disease 
To Watch 


One of the most serious diseases 
ever to hit the hog business is in- 
fectious rhinitis. It is putting 
hundreds of hog men out of busi- 
ness this year. 

Don’t buy boars, feeder pigs, or 
sows from any herd unless you 
are absolutely sure they are from 
aclean herd. This is for your own 
protection. There is nothing you 
can do about infectious rhinitis 
after it is on your place. 





Serious Disease 
Spread By Rats 


A new disease has been diag- 
nosed in Iowa and surround- 
ing states in cattle and hogs. 
This serious disease, lepto- 
spirosis, attacks humans, hogs, 
cattle, dogs, and cats. 


Rats are thought to be the 
biggest spreaders of the disease. 
Symptoms are high temperature, 
scouring, abortions, yellowish skin 
and eyes. Bloody, thickened, yel- 
low milk is another symptom. 
Watch these trouble signs closely. 
Call your veterinarian if trouble 
spreads. Recently an entire herd 


in northern lowa aborted from ~- 


this disease. 


Spring Mud Brings 
More Foot Rot 
Spring weather brings along 
with it wet, muddy yards, pens 
and lanes. Foot rot in sheep 
and. cattle will probably in- 
crease too. 


Foot rot is caused by a bruise 
or cut in the bottom of the hoof 
or between the toes which allows 
entrance of a certain germ. This 
germ, actinomyces necrophorus, 
lives on dead flesh. 

3est preventive of foot rot is 
dry, clean yards. Paved yards ap- 
pear to be the answer. If an 
animal shows symptoms of foot 
rot, put the animal in a dry stall. 
Have the foot treated. Intrave- 
nous injection of sulfa-antibiotic 
preparations do a good job of 
cleaning up the infection if it is 
nqticed in time. 

[f foot rot has been allowed to 
go for some time, the hoof should 
be cleaned out and packed. Many 
livestock men have foot baths of 


stock dip or other antiseptic for 
their animals to walk thru. Lime 
on the floor has also been used to 
cut down on the trouble. But 
clean, sanitary lots are about the 


only real answer. 

If you cal t pave the lots, see 
if you can’t improve their drain- 
age

Have You Cleaned 
Up Fer Chicks? 


Before chicks come, the brooder 
house should _be thoroly cleaned 
and moved to a place where chicks 
cannot pick up parasites and dis. 
eases of the older birds. 

Don’t spare the elbow grease on 
the brooder house. Remove al] 
manure. Scrub thoroly with boil. 
ing lye water or use strong disin. 
fectant. It’s a good idea to havea 
foot bath of disinfectant to step 
in before entering the house. 





Help Sows When 
Farrowing? — 


How much help should you 
give sows at farrowing time? 
The best advice is to make 
them comfortable and then 
leave them alone. 


A sow in labor for 12 to 15 hours 
without delivering any pigs 
should have some attention. No 
foreign bodies or instruments, 
only clean sterile hands or rub. 
ber-gloved hands should enter the 
reproductive tract of a sow. 

If a sow hasn’t been in labor too 
long, a Caesarian section can be 
performed saving the sow and lit- 
ter. But don’t expect your vet- 
erinarian to perform an operation 
or pull live pigs from a sow that 
has been allowed to go too long. 





May Be New, But 
Is It Tested? 


Many of the new develop- 
ments in the field of veteri- 
nary medicine appear in gen- 
eral farm magazines even be- 
fore they appear in technical 
veterinary journals, 


Many of these new develop 
ments are given publicity before 
they have had ample field testing. 
Sometimes this new material is 
tossed up in popular style and is 
presented to livestock men as 
“Here’s the answer to your prob- 
lem.” 

Recently one of the farm maga- 
zines carried a story on a hormone 
product as the answer to all breed- 
ing problems. We only wish it 
were. 

In this column, new findings in 
veterinary medicine will be dis 
cussed only after they are proven 
in the field. They will not be writ- 
ten up because they make spec 
tacular reading. In all cases, we 
still urge all livestock producers 
to use, consult, and know their 
veterinarian. The purpose of this 
column is to make livestock men 
more conscious of disease prob 
lems and the importance of sant 
tation.

Wateh Out For 


Corn Borers 


You May Need To Fight Them This Year 
If We Have Good Corn Growing W eather 


|B peadied trade off your corn borer 

spraying equipment. Maybe 
that’s needless advice. But it’s an 
easy way to say that you can’t 
mark the corn borer off your list 
of “pests to watch out for.” 

It’s true that the corn borer pop- 
ulation last fall was the lowest in 
several years. And corn borer 
damage was less-than expected in 
1950 and 1951. 

But Harold Gunderson, exten- 
sion entomologist at Iowa State 
College, says there are enough old 
corn borers to lay eggs for a big 
corn borer population this year if 
conditions are favorable. 


It all depends on the weath- 
er. Good corn growing weath- 
er is good corn borer weather. 
The corn borer doesn’t like 
cold, wet years—or hot, dry 
years. 


Gunderson thinks it was the 
weather rather than any “corn 
borer cycle” or corn borer parasite 
that held corn borer damage down 
last year. 

You’ve probably heard a lot 
about the Lydella fly that feeds on 
Entomologists say the 
berer parasite offers promise; but 
that it can’t be depended on to 
handle the corn borers alone. 

Spraying with DDT is still your 
first defense. One-and-one-half 
pounds of actual DDT to the acre 
is the recommended rate of ap- 
plication. 

Gunderson stresses the point 
that egg mass counting is the only 
accurate way of telling how many 
corn borers you have and when to 
treat. 

The recommendation to treat 
with DDT when you find 50 or 
more egg masses per 100 plants in 
fields of corn at least 35 inches 
high still stands. Spray again 7 to 
10 days later if the count remains 
high. 

However, farmers sometimes 
fail to find enough egg masses to 
justify spraying. In those cases, 


borers 
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Gunderson suggests this alterna- 
tive: If 75 percent of the plants in 
a field show leaf feeding and there 
are some unhatched egg masses 
it’s time for DDT treatment. 

What about the DDT you bought 
to kill corn borers in 1950 and 1951 
and didn’t need to use? Can you 
use it this year? 


DDT will crystalize out of 
solution if it’s left standing for 
a year or two. But you can 
get it back into solution with- 
out much trouble. Then it's 
safe to use. 


Gunderson suggests that you 
roll the barrels of DDT around to 
the south side of a building where 
the sun will warm them. Then 
turn the barrels every day. It 
will take three to five days to get 
the DDT back into solution. 

It’s a good idea to get that little 
chore out of the way well before 
you think you'll be needing the 
DDT. Otherwise you may find 
that the insecticide is 25 to 75 per- 
cent crystalized when you want to 
use it. 

Right now, no one can tell you 
how hard the corn borers will hit 
next summer. But one thing is 
certain; you can’t afford to drop 
your guard. It’s best to be ready 
for the borers. 

In the last few years we've 
learned that chemical treatment 
for corn borer control really 
works. It pays big returns if it’s 
used at the right time where it’s 
needed.

GRAY SUMMIT, MO.—Can you 
imagine 32,000 pigs being weighed 
in the same basket? Sounds like a 
pretty big job for one basket, but 
for the past 24 years we’ve been 
weighing baby pigs, one by one, in 
the same scale basket at the hog 
farrowing unit. Thirty-two thou- 
sand pigs, 32,000 weighings, 32,000 
entries in our records to help us do 
a better job of research. 





This White Holland tom from 
our Eastern Research Farm is only 
12 weeks old, but he’s prime for the 
broiler-fryer market. He’s one of a 
group of birds that averaged 6.94 
lbs. in 12 weeks, and made a pound 
of turkey for every 2.71 (that’s 
right) lbs. of feed. Rupert A. Green, 
manager of the farm, reports mor- 
tality was a very low 2.4 per cent.

I’m holding 
him steady so you can see the 
scale hand, which is on its second 
time around... weight is 4514 
pounds.” 
The amazing thing is that this 
pig is just a little above average 
for 74 pigs that 7 sows raised to 7 


weeks on the McGill Farm. The 
pigs gained over a pound a day 


from the time they were farrowed ‘ 


until they were 45 days old. 


All of the second-litter sows 
are fine animals, but one sow in 
particular helped boost the aver- 
age by contributing 14 pigs. 

H. E. Yaw of Iowa, Falls, 
McGill’s Purina dealer, observes 
the weighing and notes, “‘Weil- 
fed pigs are friendly, and usually 
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fast growing, well-fed sows are 
gentle sows that let their milk 
down with little fuss or bother.”’ 


These pigs were started on 
Purina Pig Startena and switched 
to Sow & Pig Chow and grain at 
5 to 6 weeks.

KANSAN USES STOCK TANK 
FOR WATERING TURKEYS 


A 700 gallon stock tank is used as 
a turkey waterer on the farm of 
William M. Lake, Marysville, Kan. 

Eight small, double hog waterers 
around circumference of the tank 
supply the water to the turkeys. 

The tank is particularly useful 
on range in the summer where it is 
conveniently filled from a truck. 
Mr. Lake reports that in six min- 
utes he can fill the tank. Heavy 
timbers keep the tank off the ground 
and at the same time keep the 
turkeys from walking in spilled 
water.

“hen coarse material rots, it is 
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really broken down by tiny or- 
ganisms. These “bugs” feed on 
nitrogen while doing their work. 

The bugs use nitrogen. Fast- 
growing or earing corn needs lots 
of nitrogen. So if decay of coarse 
material is going on at mid-sum- 
mer the corn will be short of ni- 
trogen and burn. 

The bugs are said to use the 
nitrogen only temporarily. After 
the decaying process is done the 
old nitrogen is still in the soil plus 
a new supply from the rotted ma- 
terial. 

So the remedy is to get the ma- 
terial before the corn 
needs its big supplies of nitrogen 
(knee-high to earing time). — Or, 
feed the corn nitrogen in the form 
of fertilizer. 

The new, heavy machinery can 
be used to hasten the decay proc- 
ess. Finely ground-up stalks 
plowed under deep enough to in- 
sure moist conditions will decay 
rapidly. 


decayed 


But you may need to do 
more than that if large 
amounts of straw or stalks are 
plowed under this spring. You 
can’t exactly time the decay 
of plowed-under material. 
Rainfall and temperature af- 
fect the process. 


Nitrogen fertilizer can be ap- 
plied to insure that the corn will 
get enough nitrogen. This would 
mean than the nitrogen 
found in starter fertilizer, how- 
ever. Ordinary starter fertilizer 
provides only three or four pounds 
per acre. 

Extra nitrogen can be applied to 
corn fields at either of three times 
as you may choose. Agronomists 
Say either is effective. 

You can broadcast and plow 
under, disk nitrogen in after land 
is plowed, or apply with culti- 
vator attachment. Thirty to 40 
pounds of actual nitrogen per acre 
has given good results. 

In any case it will pay to plow 
under stalks and straw. They 
add both humus and plant food. 
Slight danger to one corn crop 
amounts to much less than sure 
reduction of plant food in the soil.

Bang’s Flareup 
In Your Herd? 


Spring Farrowings, Calvings Can Bring 
Grief To Your Health Or To Your Herd 


ONTROL of Bang’s disease or 
brucellosis is just good man- 


agement. It doesn’t pay to take 
chances with a disease that can 
wreck a valuable breeding herd 


or give undulant fever to yourself 
or your family. 

And dairymen in Iowa will have 
to be following an approved 
Bang’s control program by Jan. 1, 
1955, if they want to sell Grade A 
milk. Whether you’re a cattleman 
or a hog producer, Bang’s control 
doesn’t need to be a complicated 
or expensive job. 

There are two ways to go about 
the job. If you just want to know 
where your cow herd stands, you 
can have a local veterinarian test 
your cows. If he finds any reac- 
tors, they must be quarantined on 
the farm. They do not have to be 
branded, only ear-tagged. You can 
keep the reactors on your farm till 
they die if you feel like it. 

Of course, it’s common sense to 
market the reactors. When you 
sell the cows, you won’t receive 
any indemnity. You'll have to 
pay the veterinarian yourself. 

Then you should start vaccinat- 
ing all calves when they are be- 
tween four and eight months. 
Have the calves officially vacci- 
nated by a veterinarian so they 
will be tattooed in the ear. A re- 
port of the vaccination is sent to 
the state veterinarian. 

Second, if you want your herd 
tested at no expense and want to 
get indemnities for reactors, con- 
tact your veterinarian. Reactors, 
to qualify for the indemnity, must 
be sold within 15 days. 

Vaccination of calves is volun- 
tary but is recommended. 


How about control of Bang’s in 
hogs?. There is no vaccine for 
hogs. The blood test is not as re- 


liable for the individual hog as it 
is in cattle. Also, in hogs, the 
boar is the chief spreader. 

So it’s a wise rule to buy a boar 
from a Bang’s free herd. Don’t 
rely on the test of an individual 
animal. Ask to see the report on 
the blood test on the herd. 
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If, you suspect Bang’s in your 
herd, blood test. If reactors are 
found, sell the herd. Clean up the 
premises. Then buy clean stock

Should I vaccinate adult 


cows? 

If adults are vaccinated, they 
tend to retain the vaccination ar 
will react to the blood test. Ther 
is no way to tell this vaccination 
reaction from the real thing. 

How long does protection 
last that is given by calfhood 
vaccination? 


The protection varies according 
to the amount of infection to 
which the vaccinated calf is later 
exposed. If you keep any reactors 
resistance of vaccinated animals 
will wear down in a short time. 


Can I ship a calfhood-vac- 


cinated heifer across state 
lines? 
If the calf is pre-tested before 


vaccination, it can move freely 
without being subjected to a test 
until it is 38 months of age. lilt 
isn’t pre-tested, it can move freely 
until 24 months after vaccination 
or roughly until the animal is 2 
months old. This is true if the 
calves are tattooed when vactr 
nated and a report of the vaccine 
tion is’ sent to the state veterine 
rian’s office. 

Do calfhood-vaccinated ani- 
mals react to the blood test 
after a certain age? 

Yes. But only two or three per 
cent will react to the blood test 
after 37 to 38 months of age. This 
is not too serious considering the 
value of the resistance conferred 
by calfhood vaccination.

Milk House 


If You Want To Work Toward Grade A 


Equipment, Here Are Some Pointers 


O you have a milk house on 

your farm? Many corn belt 
dairy farmers don’t. Some are 
planning on building one. 

But in Wisconsin, every dairy 
farmer must have a milk house 
that meets state requirements. 
And he must have it fixed up by 
November 15, 1952. 

Why? Wisconsin thinks it is 
good business to get the whole 
state lined up closer to Grade A 
milk production. And a_ good 
milk house is a start. 

Many dairy farmers are think- 
ing about preparing to meet high- 
er standards. 

For those who have new milk 
houses in mind, the Wisconsin re- 
quirements may be of interest. If 
and when similar laws are adopted 
in other states, different specifica- 
tions may be laid down. But the 
chances are that a milk house 
meeting Wisconsin standards is 
also likely to go most of the way 
in meeting standards that are 
likely to be adopted in other states. 

The Wisconsin Dairy Fed- 
eration came up with ideas for 

“minimum” milk houses. The 

state board of agriculture con- 

curred. That makes them of- 
ficial. Here they are: 


“A minimum milk house under 
general order 124 shall be a sepa- 
rate room or a separate building 
used for milk and cream purposes. 
It may be constructed with or 
without insulation. It may be 
what is commonly known as a 
shell. 

“It should have some type of 
ventilation provided by duct or 
window; it should have a concrete 
or other impervious floor; it 
should have a drain, or the floor 
should be sloped in such a man- 
ner as to provide drainage but in 
no case should such drainage be 
through the milk house 
There shall not be an opening di- 
rectly from the milk house into 
the barn or stable. 

“It shall have a cooling tank of 
any type the producer may desire, 
provided such tank can be kept 
in a clean sanitary condition. It 
shall have utensil and equipment 
storage facilities. 


door. 
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“The term ‘properly located 
means that the separate room or 
separate building used as a milk 
house shall be situated on the 
clean side of the barn, either at- 
tached to the barn, or it can be 
located in the barn. 

“It can be separate from the 
barn, but in no case can it havea 
door or opening directly into the 
barn. 

“By ‘clean place’ is meant a 
place reasonably free from dust 
and other contamination, so that 
utensils and product can be stored 
in an atmosphere free from 
eign matter and undesirable odors. 

“By ‘extreme heat’ and ‘extreme 
cold’ is meant that milk and cream 
can be stored without dange! 
freezing and without danger of 
heating. That would mean that 
the temperature of the milk houst 
should not go down to where milk 
or cream freezes. 

“It should also protect the prod- 
uct from extreme rises in tem 
peratures, so quality of milk and 
cream is not impaired during 
warmest weather.” 

Farmers should note that this is 
a “minimum” milk house unde! 
the Wisconsin law. D. N. Me 
Dowell, director of the Wisconsin 
department of agriculture, says 
“This is not an ‘ideal’ milk house 
meeting all market milk require 
ments. This ‘minimum’ milk 
house is not a ‘Grade A’ milk 
house.”

are easy to clean and will hold up and do 
good work for a long time. A cheap brush 
does not hold the paint nor wear well. 
Many women like to use a roller to ap- 
ply paint to the walls and ceilings. Strict- 
ly’ speaking a roller isn’t a brush but it 
does the same job. It can be used effec- 
tively for both oil and water base paints. 
The paint is placed in a shallow, oblong 
pan and the roller is then rolled back and 
forth until the surface is charged with 
paint and then it is rolled on to the walls. 
You’ll need containers for mixing the 
paint but these are generally available 
around the place; putty and a putty knife; 
some patching plaster and a broad knife. 
A broad knife is a useful tool to have 
around. It can be used for patching plas- 
ter, and smoothing off rough surfaces. 


For reaching the upper spaces a 
good strong step ladder makes a good 
safe place to stand on. A six-foot 
ladder is adequate for most work. 
Be sure that the ladder has sturdy 
spreaders between the front and back 
sections and a good stout platform 
for holding the pail_of paint. 


The first step before the painting is 
started is to clean the surface of the walls. 
Nearly all painted surfaces should be 
washed. This is especially true of bath- 
rooms and kitchens where there can be 
a film over the old paint. But it’s almost 
as important for other rooms. 

Use soap and water where the surface 
isn’t too soiled. Be sure to rinse thoroly. 
If soap and water do not seem:to clean as 
thoroly as you like—use stronger solu- 
tions like washing soda, etc. 

Wash from the bottom up to prevent 
streaking and wash an area only wide 
enough to stay wet until you rinse it. A 
stretch about three feet wide from the 
fioor to the ceiling is about right. Spread

off with a sponge or towel. 

Surfaces that are cracked or have nail 
holes in them should be patched with 
patching plaster or putty to prepare them 
for painting. 

Walls that have previously been paint- 
ed with oil paints do not need a priming 
coat. Water base paints do not require a 
primer, and as a rule they require one 
coat to cover. This is not true, however, 
if the new paint is a contrasting colo: 

When it comes to selecting paint, you 
should know what type of paint to buy for 
each particular job. Water soluble paints 
are easy to apply. This is especially true 
if you use a roller. They come in a variety 
of colors and tints but they are not recom- 
mended tor bathrooms and kitchens. 

Oil base paints are more expensive, 
generally require two coats but they last 
along time. It always pays to buy a good 
grade of paint. The better grades stand

You may have discovered how 
perfectly you can mash potatoes, 
squash, rutabagas, turnips and 
sweet potatoes. And where gravies 
are used daily, a week’s supply of 
water and flour may be mixed and 
kept in the _ refrigerator. The 
gravy will be smooth, and it’s 
time saver. 

For rolis, muffins and breads, 
directions should be followed care- 
fully. Rolls may be mixed on the 
mixer up to the batter stage. From 
there on it is best to mix in the 
remainder of the flour by hand, 

Muffins require a minimum of 
mixing. So it is advisable to beat 
the eggs well on the mixer, add 
the liquid and the melted short- 
ening. The dry ingredients may 
be sifted right into the bowl and 


mixed just enough to moisten 
them. 
Overmixing is a _ problem 


many women have when they 
first own a mixer. Beating in 
too much air causes cakes to 
rise much higher than they 
should. Then they settle, and 
the result is a heavy cake. 


Meat loaves made from ground 
fresh meat can be overmixed too. 
Eggs, crumbs, minced onion, milk 
and seasonings are quickly stirred 
up on a mixer. But for the loaf 
that is tender, just enough mix- 
ing for blending in the other in- 
gredients is best. 

You'll find that making your 
mayonnaise isn’t too difficult. An 
equal amount of your favorite 
boiled salad dressing may be whip- 
ped in with the mayonnaise for 
an all-purpose dressing.

Got Tractor 
Troubles? 


If you have, maybe it’s be- 
cause you aren’t taking as 
good care of your tractor as 
you should. Check yourself 
against the list below to see 
how you stack up on efficient 
tractor operation. 


These rules for tractor operation 
are from University of [linois cir- 
cular 574, “Relief From Tractor 
Troubles.” 

1. Always consult the instruc- 
tion book. 

2. Use a high quality lubricat- 
ing oil. 

3. Keep engine at proper oper- 
ating temperature. Let it idle a 
few minutes to cool it off before 
stopping. 

4, Grease and change oil regu- 
larly. But don’t over-lubricate. 

5. In cold weather, loosen the 
plugs in the oi! housings to let the 
water drain out. Repeat this regu- 
larly. 

6. Wash out filtering screen of 
air cleaner twice a year. 

7. Give oil filter regular care. 

8. Keep radiator fins clean. 

9. Check tightness of fan belt. 

10. Keep tires properly inflated. 
Use proper wheel weights. 

11. Adjust carburetor according 
to directions. Check float level. 

12. Drain fuel from carburetor 
bowl if tractor is not to be used 
for some time. i 

13. Check spark plug gap and 
adjust clearance every 200 hours. 

14. Adjust valve clearance twice 


a year. 

15. Check front wheels for bear- 
ing wear. 

16. Keep storage battery water 
up to level. 


17. Clean fuel sediment bulb 
and screens. 

18. Check clutch adjustment 
once or twice a year. 

19. Don’t ride with your foot on 
the clutch pedal. 

20. Operate tractor as fully load- 
ed as possible by using bigger im- 
plements or combinations of im- 
plements. 

21. For light loads, operate in 
high gear. Throttle the engine 
down. 

22. Keep splined rear axles from 
rusting by using an anti-rust com- 
pound.

New Pig Disease 
Often Fatal 


Pig edema, a relatively new 
swine disease which is “acute 
and often fatal” to young pigs, 
may take a heavy toll in the 
midwest this year if allowed 
to go unchecked. 

That’s the warning from the 
American Veterinary Medical As- 
sociation. See your veterinarian 
as soon as possible if you suspect 
the disease among your pigs. Im- 
mediate diagnosis and treatment 
is the key to prevention of serious 
losses. 

Here are the symptoms: Loss of 
appetite and lack of muscular co- 
ordination; swelling of eyelids, 
spreading to the snout and lips; 
stumbling or dragging of hind legs, 
and pig’s grunt becomes hoarse. 
Paralysis and convulsions set in 
before death. Victims usually die 
within 36 hours. 

Pigs which have been brought 
to the farm recently or have had 
a change in feeding seem to be 
the most susceptible. 





Manure May Stop 
Root Rot 


A heavy application of ma- 
nure may be your best defense 
against root rot damage to sec- 
ond-year corn. 


Manure application reduced root 
rot damage to corn in tests at the 
Howard county, Iowa, experiment 
farm operated by Iowa State Col- 
lege. 

George Seminuik, plant disease 
specialist at Iowa State College, 
thinks that manure promotes 
growth of organisms which com- 
pete with the organisms that 
cause rot. 

It’s also possible that manure 
may help improve the texture of 
the soil and make it easier for corn 
plants to grow a sturdier and 
more extensive root system. Root 
rot seldom causes serious damage 
in corn that’s planted on sod. 

The disease is caused by a fun- 
gus. Seminuik says seed treat- 
ment may help prevent damage 
early in the spring but that it 
isn’t considered an effective con- 
trol.

“If infected birds are cold, they 
haven’t enough energy to ruffle 
their feathers—and that’s the way 
the birds keep warm,” Herrick 
Says. 

“We have found that by placing 
infected birds in warm quarters— 
70° to 85 degrees for grown birds 
and higher temperatures for 
young chickens—their body tem- 
perature is brought up to normal 
again and birds appear to be 
healthy in most respects,” Her- 
rick reports. 

Infected pullets were 
out-door temperature of: 32 de- 
grees. In half an hour, some 
showed a 20-degree drop in body 
temperature and were so lifeless 
they appeared to be dead. 

When doused in warm water 
and wrapped in towels, they re- 
vived. By the next day, they were 
running around in a perfectly nor- 
mal way. 

Herrick explains this with the 
theory that the coccidiosis para- 
site blocks the use of feed in the 
bird. So, the transfer of feed into 
energy for warmth and muscular 
activity is cut down. 

This is not given as a cure for 
coccidiosis, but as a help when 
the disease signs are seen. Pre- 
vention by sanitation is still the 
best means of keeping chickens 
healthy.

Dr. L. E. Hanson, University of 
Illinois veterinarian, warns that 
guessing about thesé diseases can 
cause severe If disease 
strikes, take two or three live, sick 
birds to your veterinarian for 
diagnosis. Prompt and _ correct 
diagnosis goes a long way toward 
control of the disease and its fu- 
ture prevention.

What Tools 
For Shop? 


poAR™ shops come in all sizes— 

from a workbench in one end 
of the machine shed or garage to 
elaborately equipped buildings 
with all the fancy gadgets. 

You don’t have to have a fancy 
shop to do the work that you need 
to do in maintaining and repairing 
your machinery. But there are 
some pieces of equipment that are 
mighty important in any shop. 


What equipment do you 
need? That depends on the 
kind of work you plan to do. 


If you want to do complete over- 
haul jobs on power units, tractors 
and machinery, you'll need special 
tools needed for certain machines. 

The list of hand tools such 
wrenches, chisels, grease 
guns and others needed in every 
farm shop gets long. Your own 
experience judgment can 
guide you in selecting those tools. 

What about heavier power 
equipment? Agricultural = engi- 
neers at Iowa State College say 
that a bench or tool grinder 
should be of the first pieces 
of power shop equipment you pur- 
chase. A _ portable’ grinder 
handy if the grinder must be 
en to the work.

Portable electric drills will 
prove useful in most any farm 
shop. The one-half inch stand- 
ard duty drill and the one- 
fourth inch standard drill are 
recommended, 


A 14-inch drill press will meet 
the need for heavier drilling equip- 
ment on most farms. Bench or 
floor models are available in sizes 
ranging from 9 to 17 inches. 

Welding equipment ranks high 
in priority with most farmers 
planning a farm shop. Alternat- 


ing current (A.C.) or direct cur- 
rent (D.C.) electric welders are 
adapted to farm use. So is oxy- 


acetylene welding equipment. 


The portable D.C. gasoline- 
driven welder may be the an- 
swer to your farm shop needs 
if you're planning to repair 
heavy equipment in the field. 
However the absence of mov- 
ing parts and low operation 
cost of the A.C. welder makes 
it the choice of some farmers. 


A table or portable electric saw 
is a handy piece of equipment if 


you’re planning to do any wood- 
working. It’s 2 good idea to mount 
your air compressor on skids so 


that you can move it around the 
farm. You can use it for inflation 
of tires, pressure greasing, clean- 
ing equipment and spraying paint, 
wood insecticides. 

The equipment in a good farm 
shop represents a good-sized in- 
vestment.

Bad Bacteria

At least 
that’s the claim after first tests. 

The result of this test has the | 
experts speculating again about 
the mysteries of antibiotics. They 
| know that antibiotics speed up| 
gains on pigs and chickens. But 
they don’t know why. 

The guess of the experts has 
been this: Antibiotics kill harmful | 
bacteria in the intestines. As all 
pigs have some trouble, | 
health is improved and gains are | 
increased.

You infer we farmers are a woetully 
backward and ignorant lot because we haven’t demanded a 
social security program for ourselves. 

Instead of campaigning so vigorously for social security, 
why don’t you suggest to “Farm Wife,” Pocahontas County, 
that her husband contact a life insurance agent. I’m sure 
they could work out a program to suit. 

Then all they have to do is to pay the premium as many 
times a year as it suits them. With social security, the cus- 
tomer is shipped forms every three months to be filled out. 
You keep one; send the other back to Uncle Sam along with 
the remittance.—J. C. Harbour, Mercer County, Illinois.

What would my widow get out of it? We have two chil- 
dren ten and twelve years old?—Renter, Lyon County, lowa.

Your widow and two children would get a total of 
$150 a month as long as both children were under

What does nitrogen carry-over 
in the soil mean to corn and oats 
growers? Results seem to support 
these conclusions:

You can broadcast nitrogen and 
plow it under; use plow 
tachment; disk in after 
plowed, or use cultivator 
ment.

Willard John- 
son, secretary of the National 
Conference of Christians and 
Jews, has some ideas on this. 
His article follows:

ple. I cannot remember ever 
knowing a Jew, a Negro, a person 
of foreign background, and I knew 
only two or three Catholics, until 
I went to college at the age of 19. 
All the people I knew were white, 
native-born Protestants. It was 
something of a shock to learn that 
there were people of other kinds 
in my world. 

As I look back I can see that I 
was prejudiced. I thought of Jews, 
as I recall, only as people of the 
Old Testament who had rejected 
Christ. Catholics were bad because 
I had been told they had guns in 
their church basements. I thought 
negroes and foreigners were in- 
ferior people.

These ideas were part of my 
environment and I had soaked 
them up along with a lot of 
other notions. No one had de- 
liberately tried to prejudice 
me, I suppose. But neither 
had any one tried to keep me 
from being prejudiced. 


My home, schools, church, 
books, magazines, movies and as- 
sociates were simply reflecting the 
rarely unchallenged notion of 
white, Protestant superiority 
which has been so widespread in 
America for so many generations. 

So I was prejudiced as a Protes- 


tant, a member of the dominant 
group. When Catholics, Jews, 
Negroes and certain nationality 
groups have been or are in the 
saddle and dominant, their prej- 
udices result in discrimination, 
also 


The point I want to underscore 
is that prejudice is part of our 
learning unless it is challenged, 
conscious and directly by schools, 
churches and other groups. 

In fact, there has been great im- 
provement. But most of the 
change has been in the cities 
where people of various

live together and where race riots 


and other conflicts have taken 
place. 

Education in the small cities, 
towns and rural areas has not 


made as much progress because so 
many people in those places have 
said, “We have no problem here. 
We have no Negroes or Jews (or 
Catholics or Protestants) so we 
have no problem.” 

They have forgotten that the 
absence of these groups is one of 
their major problems. 

People who say “no problem 
here” overlook the fact that educa- 
tion must prepare us to cope with 
all of life and with the future; and 
the future of large numbers of 
rural youth is in the cities where 
members of many different groups 
will be encountered. 

When people from the rural 
areas go to the cities to live, prej- 
udices often come to the surface. 
As a result, the newcomer to the 
city feels in a strange world. He 
is unhappy because he has to as- 
sociate with Jews, Negroes, Cath- 
olics or 
not know and understand and 
whom he has been trained to con- 
sider inferior. 


Moreover, this prejudice 
keeps people from working to- 
gether and causes breaks and 
weaknesses in our democratic 
society. 


We need to do something about 
it. Then what are the things we 
can do? I suggest a few. 

First, we must insist that our 
homes, churches, schools, clubs 
and other organizations give train- 
ing to live with people of all na- 
tions, races and religions. 

Second, each of us must take 
responsibility for his or her own 
attitudes. We must not expect 
others to do the job for us. Each 
of us must check his own opin- 
ions and attitudes about people of 
other groups against the Golden 


Rule. Do we treat them, and think 
of them, as we want to be treat- 
etl? 


Third, we need to get acquaint- 
ed with numerous members of 
groups other than our own—not 
with one or two, but with as many 
as possible. If we know only one 
or two, we may get the idea that 
the whole group is like them. But 
when we know many, we soon see 
that no group has a monopoly on 
character, intelligence or good 
manners.

Can any changes be made 
in the cropping system that 
will help over the feed short- 
age next summer? You may 
be asking that question if you 
have corn that won't keep. 


You might (1) arrange to have 
plenty of oats or barley, (2) plant 
some early maturing corn, or (3) 
make sure that you have good 
pastures. 

If you have a regular rotation 
and don’t want to disturb it by in- 
creasing oats acreage, apply nitro- 
gen to the oats. It’s especially 
effective on rather thin land 
small grains will be avail- 
le about August 1. But it’s still 


long time until corn gets ripe. 

You can shorten the time some 
by planting a field of early matur- 
ing corn. It might be ready to feed 
two to three weeks earlier than 
the corn you usually plant. 


But neither of these things will 
help in the period from May 1 to 
August 1. Good pastures can re- 
place some grain at that time. 
Leave enough old meadow. Or 
sow temporary pasture grasses 
such as rape or sudan grass. 


Spittlebug Threat 
To Illinois Hay 


The meadow spittlebug has 
become a real threat to hay 
production in Illinois. The 
tiny insect attacks alfalfa and 
clover in late June, July and 
August. 


Infestation was heaviest last 
year in the northeastern section 
of the state, according to Univer- 
sity of Illinois entomologists. The 

tunt plant growth by suck- 

g out the sap. 

Insecticides will control the 
spittlebug if applied in late April 
or early May when alfalfa is about 
four to six inches high. Lindane, 
benzene hexachloride, and toxa- 
phene are recommended. 

The adult spittlebug is about 
one-fourth inch long.. It is wedge- 
shaped and light to almost black 
n color. The young insects are 
hatched in late April or early May. 
You'll firfd them in a tiny mass of 
froth about the size of a pinhead 
in the crown or in a folded leaf of 
an alfalfa or clover plant.

Heifers Need Good 
Roughage 
It’s no fun to be a dairy 
heifer between the ages of six 
to 24 months. That’s when 
she’s likely to be neglected. 


A Purdue University extension 
dairyman says that the neglect is 
costly. He believes that feeding 
more and better roughage such as 
legume hay or silage helps heifers 
grow and develop. 

Some grain should be fed to the 
dairy heifer between the ages of 
six and 12 months, but not more 
than two pounds per day if she 
has good hay or pasture. After 
that the heifer should be able to 
get along on roughage alone, if 
it’s good quality. 

Because legumes are high in 
minerals and protein, they should 
make up the biggest part of the 
ration. The heifer should be fed 
along with your dry cows during 
the last three or four months be- 
fore she freshens.

Your Porkers 


Are Lucky 


Pigs are luckier than people 
—their vitamins cost less. 


Herbert M. Barnes, extension 
specialist at Ohio State University, 
says it would cost more than $800 
to buy all the vitamins in an acre 
of alfalfa if they were purchased 
in pill or tablet form. 

He points out that farmers who 
have alfalfa can supply those vita- 
mins to their pigs for the cost of 
a temporary fence. 

The Ohio specialist says a hog 
raiser would have to _ supply 
about three-fourths ton of mixed 
feed to substitute for an acre of 
alfalfa. 








Seed Crops Might 
Pay Well 
Supply of legume and grass 
seeds for 1952 planting is five 
percent smaller than one 
year ago. But the supply is 

64 percent larger than the ten- 

year average. 

Present good supply is the re- 
sult of a large carry-over. Both 
acreage and yield of legume and 
grass seeds were lower in 1951 
than they were in 1950. 

Some agronomists note that the 
legume and grass seed production 
trend is. downward. Production 
in 1951 was 27 percent below 1950 
production. Red clover, sweet 
clover and alsike production in 
1951 was below the 1940-1949 aver- 
age. 

With present demand for leg- 
ume and grass seeds, agronomists 
suggest that farmers who can pro- 
duce these seed crops in 1952 
might find a good demand in 1953. 





Foot-And-Mouth 
Hits Canada 


The U. S. Department of 
Agriculture has reported- an 
outbreak of foot-and-mouth 
disease in Saskatchewan, Can- 
ada. 

An extensive area 
about 25,000 cattle, been 
placed under quarantine. The 
U. S. Bureau of Animal Industry 
has instructed its border and 
ocean port inspectors to take pre- 
cautions to prevent entry of such 
animals and their fresh meat from 
Canada. 

A Bureau of Animal linbiiiieey 
official was sent to Saskatchewan 
to assist in confirming the -foot- 
and-mouth diagnosis. The infec- 
tion was reported to have been 
identified on 22 farms or ranches.
